This Request for Reconsideration is being filed in response to the Decision on Petition to 
Withdraw the Holding of Abandonment dated September 22, 2005. Applicant hereby requests 
reconsideration of the dismissal of his Petition to withdraw abandonment of the above-identified 
application. This application became abandoned for failure to timely file a proper reply to an 
Office Action dated September 13, 2004. 

On May 20, 2005, Applicant's counsel received a Notice of Abandonment from the 
United States Patent and Trademark Office. Upon receipt of the Notice, the file folder for the 
referenced application was pulled and both the Notice and the file folder were delivered to a 
patent paralegal for review. After review of the Notice of Abandonment, the paralegal 
performed a search on the firm's patent docket for information regarding the September 13, 2004 
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Office Action. It was determined by reviewing the docket and by a search of the file folder, that 
the September 13, 2004 Office Action had not been received by Applicant's counsel and, 
therefore, had not been docketed. Applicant submits that the failure to timely file a reply was 
due to nonreceipt of the Office Action by Applicant's attorney and, thus, was unavoidable. 

In support of Applicant's original Petition to Withdraw Holding of Abandonment filed 
June 15, 2005, the following Exhibits were previously submitted to the Office (copies attached): 

1 . A copy of the Notice of Abandonment mailed on May 1 7, 2005, Exhibit A. 

2. A copy of the docket sheet for Serial No. 10/779,916 run on May 20, 2005, the

According to the Office's September 22, 2005 Decision, Applicant has submitted an 
acceptable statement that the Office Action dated September 13, 2004 was not received by 
Counsel. Additionally, the Office confirms that Counsel provided a statement that a search of 
the file jacket and docket records indicated that the Office Action was not received. However, 
the Office states that the submission of Exhibits B and C are not sufficient to cover the 
requirement of a complete docket record including a list of all responses in Counsel's office 
having a response date at and around March 13, 2005.

In view of the foregoing additional evidence, Applicant submits that it is clear that the 
failure to file a timely reply to the September, 2004 Office Action was due to non-receipt of the 
Office Action by the undersigned attorney and thus, was unavoidable.
